Locked in a close fight with Romney, 
Obama faces the challenge of recapturing the 
magic of his historic campaign of four years 
ago and generating enthusiasm among voters 
who are weary of economic hardship and 
persistent high unemployment.

YES, WORKING 
OUT AT WORK 
CAN BE DISCREET

We do a lot of our everyday routines in funny 
places. A few people drink coffee in the show- 
er. Some eat breakfast when running out the 
door. Others put on makeup as they speed 
toward work. So, what about exercising in the 
office? 

Sure, breaking a sweat at your desk may 
seem a little farfetched, but why? It actually 
makes a lot of sense. Working out at work can 
make you less stressed. It can help boost your 
energy level. And, most importantly it can 
help sculpt the body you’ve been dreaming of, 
which should help catch the attention of that 
attractive new hire. 

But what are you going to do without any 
gym equipment? Mark Lauren, author of “%u 
Are Your Own Gym: The Bible of Bodyweight 
Exercises for Men and Women” (Light of New 
Orleans Publishing, $14.95), says that your 
own bodyweight is all you need to get a great 
workout. So you just lie down in the middle of 
the office and do some pushups? Lauren says 
there are more discrete ways to get ripped in 
your work clothes. Take the hand press, for 
instance. Put your hands out in front of your 
chest and press your palms together. Hold for 


10 seconds, rest and repeat eight times. With 
each set, you’ll bring your hands slightly farther 
away from your chest until your elbows are 
completely extended for the last one. No one 
in your office will be the wiser. 

“The best exercises are those that engage 
many muscles at once,” Lauren said. “One 
such exercise that can be done anywhere is 


the bodyweight squat. Squeezing in just five 
sets of 10 repetitions throughout the day will 
make a difference.” 

But a bodyweight squat? Isn’t that a little 
noticeable? 

“Find ways to sneak in some exercise when 
no one is around,” Lauren said. “Maybe there 
is an empty stairwell that you can use on the 


way in or out of the office each day” 

Lauren has a method he calls “Ins & Outs.” 
Every time you walk past a certain, discrete 
place, do a quick exercise. This can add up 
quickly Imagine if you did 10 bodyweight 
squats every time you went to get water or 
went to the bathroom. In almost no time, 
you’d be making a huge difference.

Only 27 percent of people older than age 15 
globally are working more than 30 hours a 
week for an employer, according to a new re- 
port from Gallup. 

The percentage is highest in North Amer- 
ica, where it’s 41 percent. But in sub-Saharan 
Africa, just 12 percent of adults work full time 
for a boss other than themselves. 


The European Union has 32 percent of its 
population in such a situation. In the Middle 
East and North Africa, it’s 18 percent. 

That excludes those who are self-employed, 
working part time, unemployed or out of the 
workforce. The measure, according to Gallup, 
“provides a more accurate picture of the true 
economic situation in a country because it is 
not affected by changes in the workforce par- 


ticipation rate.” 

“When jobs are scarce, people may drop out 
of the workforce,” according to Gallup. “This 
can actually lead to an improvement in unem- 
ployment rates, even though fewer people are 
working.” By that gauge, only Sweden, Belarus 
and Israel had more than half of their adult 
populations working full time for an employer. 

The U.S. has 41 percent. The official na- 


tional unemployment rate is 8.3 percent— 
representing the proportion of people unem- 
ployed but actively looking for jobs compared 
with all individuals still in the labor force. 

One measure of the job market this week 
showed employers still skittish. Help-wanted ads 
online dipped by 262,000 in July and August in 
the largest two-month drop since January-Febru- 
ary ’09, according to the Conference Board.

Again and again Marshall’s teammates re- 
gress to slobbering fan boys when asked the 
question. Defensive Hneman Henry Melton 
nearly swoons singing Marshall’s praises. 
Punter Adam Podlesh grins while speaking 
about Alarshall’s training camp. Defensive 
backs Craig Steltz and Alajor Wright say he’s 
made them better. Not the team, them. 

“He’s just a freak,” Hnebacker Blake 
Costanzo says, laughing. “We got a lot of 
freaks on this team that are, I like to joke, 
not humans. It’s fun to see the not-human 
guys perform.” 

There are lots of reasons to be excited 
about the 2012 Bears, not-human or oth- 
erwise. Devin Hester’s return chops are 
matched by Eric Weems. Stephen Paea, 
arguably the team’s fourth-best defensive 
lineman, once benched 225 pounds 49 times. 
The rookies have won the respect of the vet- 
erans. Their backup quarterback has started 
70 NFL games. 

But none impresses Hke Marshall, whose 
six-year NFL career would place him first 
in Bears history in receptions (494), first in 
receiving yards (6,247) and fourth in touch- 
down catches (34). 

Or, as cornerback D.J. Moore puts it, “We 
never had a receiver like him.”

The cornerback knows 
team history— and might 
make some of his own 

ByJackMSilverstein i for redeye 
Charles Tillman came to the Bears in the 2003 
draft as a relative unknown. Nine years later 
he is a Pro Bowl cornerback, special teams 
ace, fan favorite and fumble-forcing master. 
RedEye spoke with him about his first open- 
ing day his loth opening day and everything 
in between. 

Charles Tillman: I didn’t have any idea what 
team was going to draft me, or even if I was go- 
ing to get drafted. But the Bears picked me up. 
I knew about the ‘85 Bears a little bit, but as far 
as the history, the titles, George Halas, things 
like that, I didn’t know anything about it. 

{VP of communications] Scott Hagel 
made all the rookies take a Bears history 
class— you know, “What does the GSH 
stand for on the jersey?” “George Halas ... got 
drafted into the war.” Just gave us a little bit 
of history on the team and the organization. 

Do you remember your first opening day? 

I don’t. It might have been an away game? 

Oh, San Francisco. We played San Francisco, 
now that I think about it. I think we ended 
up losing. TO. {Terrell Owens] beat me on a 
third down. It wasn’t one of my best games as 
a rookie {laughs], but I didn’t start so I didn’t 


really get in that much. 

You forced a fumble. 

I did? ... I don’t even remember the score. 
Obviously I don’t even remember my own 
stats. I just remember TO. beat me on a third 
down, something like that. 

The second game, {editor’s note: it actually 
was the third game] we played Green Bay 
It was the opening of the new Soldier Field. 
First time we’d been there, seeing the sta- 
dium, the locker room. It was packed. It was 
Green Bay That was when I realized, “Wow, 
the oldest rivalry in football.” That was when 
it sunk in. 

What sort of research have you done on the 
Bears since that point? 

{Fooks at Brandon Marshall, who is posing 
on the grass for a photographer, one knee 
on the ground and a football under his arm.] 
What are you doing? Really? Are you in high 
school, taking photos? 

He*s very focused. 

I know 

So did you study the Bears? 

No, nothing like that. Just over the years I 
would learn new things here and there. 

Do you know how your career numbers 
stack up franchise-wise? 

I don’t. I think they’re up there. I think my 
name will just get tossed in the hat with a 



bunch of other great players who have come 
here over the years. 

Whafs the difference going into your 10th 
opening day as opposed to your first? 

Nothing. Still get butterflies. Still excited. 
Still nervous. You know. I’m happy It’s a good 
day Excitement. Tying to focus, lock in, 
things like that. It never changes for me. 


So after 10 years, what is it that is special 
about being a Chicago Bear? 

Just the history, the legacy, what this fran- 
chise and organization is and what they stand 
for. They stand for good quality guys. They 
don’t care about how great a player you are. 
They want to know how good of a person 
you are. They take that all into account when 
they draft you.

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Bradley Cooper comes to 
life in thoughtful The Words’

time of “Wedding 

Crashers,” since 

the once-charismatic 

Bradley Cooper (“The Hangover”) truly held the 
screen rather than merely existing on it as someone 
who happens to look like a leading man. 

The drought is over. In “The Words,” Cooper 
captures Rory Jansen’s outer relief and inner stress 
as he achieves commercial and critical success by 
claiming another writer’s work as his own. It almost 
seems like a victimless crime; Rory finds old pages 
in a worn-down bag that his wife (Zoe Saldana) buys 


him in Paris, and the story, without any clue about 
its origins, contains all the brilliance and promise 
Rory cannot create himself Who could turn down a 
shortcut to fame and fortune? 

Compared to the bland, familiar trajectory of 
“Limitless,” Cooper’s other movie about a writer 
cutting corners, “The Words” elegantly crafts a 
story within a story within a story Rory’s actually 
the character in a book by unimpressive writer Clay 
Hammond (Dennis Quaid), who’s reluctant to con- 
front his own past despite the obvious affections of a 
Columbia grad student (Olivia Wilde). 

Clay’s tale slows the pace of “The Words” when 
an old man (Jeremy Irons) helps Rory understand at 
length where the mysterious, now-plagiarized work 
came from, and the film takes a long time to draw out 
writers’ high emotional stakes as they succeed or fail 
in bringing something that may or may not be real to 


life on the page. 

Co-writers/co-directors Brian Klugman and Lee 
Sternthal opt for an open-ended conclusion that is 
a bit of a cop-out to the question of how people can 
move on from big mistakes. The filmmakers also 
traffic in fortune cookie-esque lines about choices, 
consequences and the past without considering the 
way controversy often helps book sales, rather than 
hurting them. 

Yet “The Words” confronts the devastation felt 
when you fear you are incapable of becoming the 
person you always thought you would be, and delves 
into how easy it could be to cut a corner to ensure a 
hobby becomes a profession. Consequently, falling 
in love with the page becomes a romance almost as 
tragic as one built on deception, though both seem to 
have the same result: loneliness that finds no secure 
future in living a lie.

Funnier than

OK, now remem- 
ber that “Bridesmaids” existed. Guess what: 
“Bachelorette” is funnier. The new movie, 
based on writer-director Leslye Headland’s 
play written well before the Kristen Wiig 
flick became one of 2011’s big stories, may 
lose some originality points but easily com- 
pensates with laughs. So many laughs. 

I watched a stream of “Bachelorette” 
(which recently hit No. i on the iliines 
on-demand chart, something that had never 
been done by a movie before it was released 
in theaters) at the office, and I’m shocked 
no one around me asked what I was watch- 
ing. I don’t normally sit at my desk and just 
randomly crack up every 30 seconds. 

If we’re going by their high school names, 
“Bachelorette” tells the story of Bitch Face 
(Kirsten Dunst), Twat (Isla Fisher) and Slut 
(Lizzy Caplan), the maid of honor and two 
bridesmaids, respectively for Pig Face (Rebel 
Wilson of, yes, “Bridesmaids”). The women, 
actually named Regan, Katie, Gena and 
Becky may not want people to call them 
by their nicknames anymore. Yet as Regan, 
Katie and Gena accidentally destroy Becky’s 
wedding dress during a stunt that shows 
how much they’ve enjoyed feeling superior 
to their overweight friend all these years, 
“Bachelorette” touches on lingering insecuri-

ties and the familiar but still-ripe notion of 
feeling resentful toward friends and yourself 

That resentment is blame for a defiant 
adulthood that hasn’t turned out to be as hap- 
py as expected— though the ladies get things 
going to varying degrees with groomsmen 
played by James Marsden, Adam Scott and 
Kyle Bornheimer. The sharp-edged jokes help 
re-invigorate the concept of a movie about the 
wild night. Ultimately this one’s a story about 
the things we do to make ourselves feel better, 
even when we know they’re wrong. 

Big message/relationship insights/yadda 
yadda. “Bachelorette,” which does over-rely 
on pop culture references, wouldn’t stick if it 
weren’t hilarious. (It’s also funnier than both 
“Hangover” movies combined, by the way) I 
could list dozens of fantastic lines, often shot 
like poison darts, but that would deplete the 
spark that comes from a script this quick and 
unexpected. 

“I just realized that the guy I slept with 
sucks,” mutters Gena, Caplan’s dryness 
perfectly timed to Gena putting on the guy’s 
Jack Johnson T-shirt. “I gotta take this; it’s 
work,” says Katie, explaining why she has 
to pick up the phone— despite the fact that 
she’s actually at work. 

OK, just wanted to mention those, which 
of course better connect when delivered to 
perfection by the standouts of the phenom- 
enal cast.

Lanthimos’ latest, ‘Alps,” also constructs 
a different version of reality. In “Dogtooth,” 
it was children raised away from society, 
taught different meanings to words and 
different standards of behavior. In ‘Alps,” 
it’s a group of people (including Aggeliki Pa- 
poulia of “Dogtooth”) who work part-time 
as replacements for the deceased, stepping 
in and somewhat stiffly re-enacting events 
in the lost ones’ lives as a way of easing the 
grieving process. 

Part of what made “Dogtooth” so stun- 
ningly weird yet convincing was the isolated 
nature of its alternate world. It’s a shame 
that in ‘Alps,” Lanthimos takes for granted 
the desirability of the service being pro- 
vided, when in actuality most people would

surely balk at accepting a weak imperson- 
ation of a lost loved one. The film, however, 
could make an interesting companion piece 
to “The Imposter,” the recent documentary 
about a family that believed a stranger to be 
their son who had disappeared more than 
three years earlier. 

Repeated comments in ‘Alps” about 
people’s fixation on their favorite actors rein- 
force our interest in both entertainment over 
bad news and the intrigue of people pretend- 
ing to be someone other than themselves. Of 
course, sometimes we’re only fixated on the 
movie star because of who they are, not who 
they play, one of many questions the movie 
neglects to address. 

Lanthimos’ vision still compels and chal- 
lenges, but ‘Alps” offers a big idea in place of 
a better movie.

Learning to fly

Team Carp E Diem’s decidedly unscientific 
methods for building a flying machine would 
make the Wright Brothers roll in their graves. 

The group of five Chicagoans began with a 
“crude, kindergarten-level sketch” of a stick 
figure riding a glider. Meanwhile, the five- 
member team regularly consumes cocktails 
of Red Bull and vodka while piecing together 
an 1 8 -foot-long Asian carp craft that consists 
of a ladder hooked to plastic tubs, cardboard 
boxes and various other household products. 

Team captain Brittyn Vollmar thinks it has 
the potential to travel 20 feet before smack- 
ing into Lake Michigan. 

‘A lot of this is trial and error,” said 
Vollmar, 27. “We’ve never made a giant fish 
before, much less a flying one.” 

Luckily breaking flight records isn’t the 
goal of Red Bull Flugtag, (pronounced Floog- 
tog) a tongue-in-cheek competition the 
energy drink-maker has organized dozens of 
times around the world since 1992. For the 
first time since 2008, the event returns to 
North Avenue Beach on Saturday when spec- 
tators can watch 28 different squads dress 
up in themed costumes, perform a short skit 
set to music and test the air-worthiness of 
their homemade flying machines by sending 
them off a 30 -foot-high platform into Lake 
Michigan. The event opens at ii a.m., and the 
first flight is at i p.m. 

Flight distance is part of the game, but 
creativity and showmanship are just as 
important to judges. That’s good for the Chi- 
cago Duck Hunt team, which brags a water 
fountain designer, beer tour guide, lawyer and 
computer programmer but no engineers or 
aviation experts. 

“We went online and did some searching 
to see what has worked in the past for Flug- 
tag,” said team captain Manuel Alfaro, 34, of 
Lincoln Park. “Basically,

we did 30 minutes of Googling to make up 
for our lack of aviation degrees.” 

Shortly before the June deadline to submit 
their ideas, Alfaro and crew came up with a 
plan for a duck and zapper meant to emulate 
the old Nintendo 8 -bit video game “Duck 
Hunt.” 

“It was 5 a.m., and after many beers, we just 
said, ‘^ah, let’s do that!’ We’re all gamers, so 
we loved the idea,” Alfaro said. 

Meanwhile, a team consisting of bartend- 
ers from Boystown pub Roscoe’s has been 
busy constructing a 9 -foot-tall red high heel 
meant to hold pilot Ricardo Avila, better 
known as drag queen Frida Lay 

“We just thought it would be funny to push 
a drag queen into the lake, and what would be 
more appropriate than a heel?” said captain 
Brenden Chrisman, 31, of Boystown. 

The five-member team. Head Over Heels, 
doesn’t have its skit completely down yet, 
but Chrisman said it will be set to the song 
“These Boots Are Made for Walkin’ ” and will 
involve four guys in high heels telling Frida 
Lay how to behave. 

“It’ll be the ultimate drag show,” said 
Chrisman, who added that hopefully the 
craft “doesn’t just cartwheel straight off” the 
platform. “On paper, it’s going to be huge a 
success. We’ll see.”

Side swing 

Why: It gives you a 
break from jumping 
while strengthening 
your arm muscles. 

Try it: Grab one han- 
dle with each hand. 
Your hands should be 
about hip-width apart 
and level with your 
belly button, and the 
tops of your thumbs 
should face upward. 
Your elbows are in 
close to your ribs. If 
you’re right-handed, 
start by crossing your 
right hand over your 
left hand toward your 
left hip. At the same 
time, your left hand 
should move toward 
your right hip. (If 
you’re left-handed, 
reverse the move.) 
The faster you move 
your hands, the more 
momentum you’ll 
generate; the more 
momentum you gen- 
erate, the more easily 
the rope will swing. 
Once you master this 
move, you can go 
straight from the side 
swing into a jump. To 
do this, wait until your 
right hand is in front 
of your left hip. Then, 
take your right hand 
up toward your head, 
across your body, 
and bring it toward 
your right hip. This 
rainbow motion will 
create a loop you can 
jump through to start 
jumping rope again. 
(You can watch Shana 
Brady, Punk Rope’s 
director of training, 
demonstrate the 
move on YouTube.) 


JUMP-ROPE 
DELIVERS A FULL- 
BODY WORKOUT

Jump-ropes aren’t just for Icids. Adults are 
turning to this fun activity because it’s a great 
worliout that improves timing, coordina- 
tion, agility and cardiorespiratory endurance. 
Jumping rope is a total body exercise that in- 
volves nearly every major muscle group— but 
it’s still relatively gentle on joints. Two more 
selling points: It’s cheap and it’s portable. 

Tim Haft, founder of Punic Rope (punk- 
rope.com), jump-rope-based classes offered 
at fitness studios throughout New Tbrlc, 
shared some basic jump-rope exercises that’ll 
whip you into shape. 


Before you start: Sure, anyone can 
grab a jump-rope and start. But in or- 
der to make sure you don’t get hurt, 
you need to have the correct rope- 
jumping posture. Keep your eyes 
focused straight ahead, not down. 
Your shoulders should be relaxed and 
your elbows should remain close to 
your ribs. Your feet should be parallel 
and close together, while your weight 
should be on the balls of your feet. 
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Jump without the rope 

Why: In order to develop rhythm and 
timing, as well as proper jumping and 
landing mechanics, you should start by 
jumping without the rope. 

Try it: Keeping your weight on the balls 
of your feet, push off from your toes. 
Stay vertical and make a conscious ef- 
fort not to lean forward or backward. 
Avoid kicking your heels backward as 
you elevate, and keep your knees soft 
on takeoff and landing. Barely leave the 
ground when you jump-just go high 
enough to clear the imaginary rope. 
Land as softly and with as little sound 
as possible. 


Swing the rope 

Why: This develops your 
wrists’ circumduction (abil- 
ity to move in a circular 
movement). 

Try it: Take both handles 
in one hand, and spin the 
rope forward by rotating 
your wrist. As you spin the 
rope, don’t allow it to cross 
the midline of your body. 
The rope should strike the 
ground directly in front of 
the turning hand. Keep your 
elbows close to your ribs. 
Repeat with other hand. 


Jump through the rope 

Why: You’re putting together the previ- 
ous two skills and raising your heart 
rate. 

Try it: The first turn of the rope should 
be initiated by your shoulders, and 
the following turns should be via your 
wrists. As you jump, your mantra 
should be: Turn first, jump second. Your 
jumps should be low and very soft. Try 
not to kick your heels back to make 
sure you clear the rope-this will make 
you tired very quickly, and may lead to 
sore ankles, hips and knees. The rope is 
only about %-inch thick so jumping high 
is completely unnecessary. 


Scissors 

Why: It works different muscles 
in your legs while getting your 
heart rate up. 

Try it: Start with the basic jump, 
but instead of landing on both 
feet, split your feet so that one 
foot moves forward and the oth- 
er backward. On the next jump, 
switch the position of your 
feet. You should land relatively 
flat-footed, with a slight bend 
in your knees. While you jump, 
imagine your feet are gliding 
over the ground, and keep your 
range of motion small at first. 


Side straddle 

Why: Strengthen your legs while get- 
ting a cardio workout. 

Try it: From the waist down, the side 
straddle looks just likea jumping jack. 

As the rope passes under your feet, 
move your feet apart. When the rope 
approaches on the second turn, move 
your feet back together. This is a two- 
step jump, so don’t try to move your feet 
apart and back together again in a single 
jump. Keep your range of motion small 
at first, especially if you have any knee 
issues, and don’t let your knees collapse 
in. Your kneecaps should stay aligned 
with your second and third toes.

Humidity can turn heat’s 
benefits into hazards

When it comes to exercise, some like it hot, 
some like it hotter, and some like it under the 
air conditioner. 

Experts say heat can help your workout, 
boosting circulation and increasing flexibility 
but it’s a relationship that also can turn nasty 

“%ur body is engineered to exercise in the 
heat,” said Michele Olson, professor of exer- 
cise science at Auburn University at Mont- 
gomery Ala. “This is why we sweat.” 

Olson, who is also an expert with the Ameri- 
can College of Sports Medicine, said it’s actual- 
ly the evaporation of sweat from the skin that 
cools our bodies to maintain our normal body 
temperature. 

Heat also speeds up the heart rate, increas-

ing blood circulation around the body includ- 
ing the muscles, decreasing friction and mak- 
ing it more comfortable to stretch, she said. 

But heat-related illnesses that strike during a 
sport or recreational activity send nearly 6,000 
people in the U.S. to emergency rooms every 
year, according to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

Sometimes the problem is really not the 
heat, but the humidity 


“If it is too humid, sweat cannot evaporate 
and this can prove dangerous, causing a heat 
injury such as dehydration, heat cramps or 
heat stroke,” Olson said. 

Dr. Cedric X. Bryant, chief science officer 
of the American Council on Exercise, said it’s 
usually a combination of the two. 

“With humidity the environment is not con- 
ducive to evaporation, so the body stores more 
heat, the core temperature goes up, and your 


STAY HYDRATED 

To beat the heat, Bryant recommends drink- 
ing lots of fluid 30 minutes before exercise, 
drinking at least 6 ounces every 20 minutes 
during exercise, and drinking beyond thirst 
after exercise. “Water is generally best,” he 
said. “But consider a sports drink if you’re go- 
ing to be exercising for more than an hour.” 


physical performance in negatively impacted,” 
he said. 

When it’s more than 90 degrees Eahrenheit 
outside and the humidity is 60 percent, he said 
exercise should be indoors. At 90 degrees and 
30 percent humidity you’d still be able to exer- 
cise safely he said, depending on the intensity 
of the workout, which determines how much 
heat is produced. 

“Generally speaking if temperature is 80 de- 
grees and humidity is below 50 percent, that’s 
going to be pretty comfortable,” Bryant said. 

Acclimatization, the gradual adaptation to 
environmental changes such as heat, can also 
reduce risk of injury according to Bryant. 
The body usually takes 10 to 14 days of heat- 
exposed exercise to adapt. 

During the hottest days, Bryant suggests 
working out in the morning, before the day 
heats up, and protecting skin and eyes with 
sunscreen and sunglasses.

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Whom cares? 


Hallmark movie drives 
another nail in coffin of 
dying pronoun ‘whom’

To whom it may concern: We’re not all that 
concerned with the proper use of “who” and 
“whom” anymore. 

Oh sure, it was important to Ernest Heming- 
way when he wrote “For Whom the Bell Tolls” 
more than 70 years ago. We still teach “whom” 
in high school and use it as a salutation in let- 
ters to unknown recipients. And we might 
drop an “Ask not for whom the bell tolls, it tolls 
for thee,” misquote of ajohn Donne poem into 
casual conversation. 

But, you kno^y whom really cares, right? 

In the world of Twitter and texting, “whom” 
is archaic, a grammatical anachronism. Even 
the Hallmark Channel, a division of the Kan- 
sas City company that made its fortune with 
words, is giving up. Hallmark is promoting the 
Oct. 20 premiere of an original movie called “I 
Married Who?” 

It should be “I Married Whom?” The Hall- 
mark Channel knows this. It just doesn’t care. 
There’s a good reason. 

“I Married Whom?” sounds stupid. It’s not 
colloquial. It’s not— natural. 

Cut to preposterous movie scene: 

(A knock comes at the door.) 

“Who is it?” 

“It is I, Reginald. Thou truly wast in thy cups 
last night, Catherine, but didst thou realizeth 
thou wedded the court jester?” 

“Zounds! I married whom?” 

See? Stupid. Or at least cringingly British. 

MicheUe Vicary the Hallmark Channel’s 
executive vice president of programming, said 
the title for “I Married Who?” needed to be 
fun, conversational and “relatable” to reflect 
the movie’s contemporary story about a bride-

to-be, a Vegas bachelorette party and an inad- 
vertent marriage to a movie star. 

Make it too stilted and nobody watches. In 
other words, ask not for whom the bell toUs, it 
toUs for “whom.” 

It’s a grammatical death knell. 

Abu certainly won’t find “whom” on many if 
any Hallmark cards. 

“Greeting cards are about what people want 
to say to each other, so they have to reflect 
what’s going on in the culture and the lan- 
guage,” spokeswoman Linda OdeU said. 

Why is “whom” dying? Beyond sounding 
stuffy it’s hard for many to understand when 
to use it. 

Here’s the general rule: Use “who” when it 
is the subject of a sentence or clause— the one 
taking the action, as in “Who loves you?” Use 
“whom” when it is the object of a sentence 
or clause— the recipient of the action, as in 
“Whom do you love?” 

Got it? No? See the problem? 

Jennifer Frangos, assistant professor of Eng- 
lish at the University of Missouri-Kansas City 
knows “whom” is facing an uphill battle. 

“Acs, it may get to the point where nobody 
remembers the rules or why the distinctions 
are important,” she said. “But until then, it’s 
incumbent upon those of us for whom the 
distinctions are important to continue to raise 
the issues.”
